National Arsenal Established On EB Grounds; 
Navickas Dispatches Stiff Message To Kennedy 


In an unexpected move this morning President Kennedy signed into legislation a 
bill calling for the creation of forty-two new national arsenals. 

In a prepared statement before the press at 2:31 A.M. Kennedy emphasized the 
necessity for ‘decreasing the unemployment problem and stimulating the economy which 
is still fighting to recover from the Eisenhower recession of 1959.” Kennedy concluded: 
“I feel this bill will be a vigorous step towards the solution of our problems.” 


The plan calls for arsenals to be 
constructed in twelve of the states 
east of the Mississippi. East Bruns- 
wick is scheduled to receive a seven 
million dollar government contract 
for the “creation in the time period 
of nine months, of a forty-five acre 
munitions dump located on the 
grounds of the high school.” Words 
of caution were added in the fine 
print: “Be it advised that students 
are not to tinker with the howitzer 
cannons and the M-1 rifles.” 


This action detonated immediate 
reaction from a high school spokes- 
man who was awakened by a Courier 
reporter at 2:36 A.M. in search of 
the news. After the spokesman quiet- 
ed down about being torn from his 
sleep he stated: ‘‘This seals the 
doom of the school. We cannot func- 
tion adequately sitting on a powder 
keg. We cannot stop the teachers 
from smoking. There must be some- 
thing wrong in Washington.” 

Mr. Anthony Navickas, alerted pre- 
viously to the contents of the Presi- 
dent’s message, dispatched a harsh 
note to Kennedy citing the ‘“unwar- 
ranted and undemocratic action of 
the administration. I would like to 
know how one can run a high school 
knowing that the lives of your stu- 
dents and faculty are in constant 
jeopardy. The government owes East 
Brunswick High School an explana- 
tion!” The President was not avail- 
able for comment. 

Reaction from the townspeople 
was favorable towards the bill. Hef- 


nu Notnilk, resident of A-432 Plotzlin 
Terrace and spokesman for the A.K.- 
B.V.D. Association of East Bruns- 
wick (Membership of 1500) stated: 
“Why not! I mean what’s wrong with 
seven million dollars. Look at it 
this way. We integrate the school 
and the arsenal, see, so we don’t 
have to pay any taxes for the teach- 
ers’ Salaries and upkeep. The govern- 
ment will take care of that. And we 
get a cool seven million on the side 
to stimulate investment in East 
Brunswick.”’ 


At this point ninety-three airplanes, 
six thousand tons of bombs, seven 
navy blimps, and four hundred and 
seventy-nine Nike-Zeus antiaircraft 
rockets are being shipped to East 
Brunswick for delivery to the high 
school. If the plan goes through, as 
proposed, the student body will re- 
receive a three-week vacation to al- 
low for the time to install all the 
equipment, weapons, and artillery. 
After the three week period one 
week will be set aside for student 
orientation. At that time, all will be 
made familiar with the many sched- 
uled ‘“‘off-limits’’ areas in the school, 
Physical Education is to be drop- 
ped to allow space for the rockets 
in the gymnasium and space for 
planes to take off and land on the 
ball-fields. 


Students, themselves, are sched- 
uled to back the administration’s 
bill.

with his advisors for two hours, em- 
erged from conference to make a 
second statement before the press. 
Much earlier in the day, Kennedy 
went before the microphones to an- 
nounce the plan calling for the 
creation of the forty-two new arsen- 
als. 

In the course of the confrence, Mr. 
Kennedy referred to the Navickas 
letter in saying: “We realize the 
wishes of the principal in wanting, 
to maintain a normal situation at his 
school. But we must look at the 
big picture. There are six million 
Americans unemployed; we have 
stock-piles of weapons that lay rust- 
ing in the sun; we have a lagging 
economy left over from the previous 
administration. Now if we move the 
weapons, create new jobs, and put 
more money in the taxpayer’s hands, 
our three problems will be appreci- 
ably diminished. Education must not 
stand in the way of progress.” 

Feelings toward the second Ken- 
nedy statement were mixed at the 
high school where seventy-one stu- 
dents dmonstrated for quick action 
on the bill and faculty heads con- 
ferred on the adviseability of voting, 
Republican in the next election. Spon- 
taneous riots broke out three different 
times during the day as students be- 
gan taking up the chant: ‘“‘Bomb base 
—yes! High school—no!”’ Four local 
policemen were called on to quell, 
the violence.

Plans were completed yesterday 
for the complete adaption of E.B.H.S. 
into a military installation. Spokes- 
men for the Armed Forces stated 
their hopes that this will promote 
inter-American relations. 

During the seven week period Nav- 
al, Army, and Air Force personnel 
attended East Brunswick on week- 
ends to supervise the construction 
jobs. This was done to prevent in- 
terference from students who wished 
to move from class to, class. 

Naval blimps now moor where 
the American flag once waved. The 
athletic field has been turned into an 
air-strip. The baseball field is gear- 
ed for basic training maneuvers. 
Naval and Army arms are stored in 
the locker rooms. Nike-Zeus rockets 
are stored in the gymnasium. 

In accordance with the master 


plan, teachers now instruct in naval, 
army, and air force tradition, cus- 
tom, strategy, and basic military 
training. The cafeteria has been 
turned into a mess-hall and the park- 
ing lot is stockpiled with large piles 
of naval armaments and supplies. 

On the air strip there are based 
military transports, fighters, cargo 
planes, and bombers. They are both 
jet and turbo-prop. 

Richard Hughes, Governor of New 
Jersey said that “East Brunswick 
High School has become a prime 
base for the defense of Hoboken in 
case of nuclear attack.” 

Where students once participated. 
in sports, naval and army troops do 
their daily drills, exercises, and ar- 
tillery practice.

Betting On Bears Reinstated 


After nineteen straight days of de- 
liberation and forty-three urns of 
coffee, the school administration fin- 
ally gave in to student demands 
that ‘‘on-track’’ betting be reinstated 
at the high school. 

In conceding victory to the stu- 
dent body Mr. Carlo Guidoboni, 
spokesman for the faculty, stated:

Pressure for the re-establishment 
of the system came three weeks ago 
when it was discovered that in place 
of the outlawed “legitimate” system 
various ‘“‘bookie” stations were op- 
erating throughout the school.

Student losses proved to be of such 
degrees that the lunch rooms were 
closed for nine days when only five 
underclassmen showed for ‘‘chow’’ 
during the course of a week. School 
store profits plummetted downwards. 
And it was later determined that 
‘pawn shops” were established in 
each of the seven buildings to cover 
student debts. 


The new bill, pushed through by 
Neil Schuster, Bob Webb, and Frank- 


lin Chu, reinstated the former sys- 
tem of placing bets through home- 
room representatives. It was am- 
mended slightly by the teachers and 
faculty who demanded 13% of the 
net take plus 29% of all the money 
earned by sales tax on the lemonade 
served during track meets. 

All factions of the dispute appear- 
ed satisfied with the exception of 
the group headed by Joel Dobrzyn- 
ski and George Pressler who stated 
their definite desires to ‘maintain 
the status quo.”

A court injunction instituted by the 
staff and specially Miss Buchberg 
ruled that “the material which ap- 
pears to constitute this book, while 
of an extremely adult nature, is not 
deemed by this court as detrimental 
or in any way injurious to the young, 
innocent minds of youth.” Immediate 
cries of approval were voiced in all 
student quarters of the school. Year- 
book sales trebled within the span 
of seventeen minutes. 


“It exceeds my wildest dreams,” 
said Miss Buchberg when interview- 
ed. “I never would have thought that 
student reaction would be so óver- 
whelmingly in favor of an unexpur- 
gated yearbook. I only hope that they 
enjoy the material within.” 


Mr. Winston, advisor to the Emer- 
ald announced: “I am pleased with 
student reaction to the new book. In

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Voters Ratify “Record” School Budget 


98% Turn Out at Polls In Downpour 


Teachers Salary Raises Set at 16% 


East Brunswick Township residents in a massive turnout at the polls entailing 93.4% of all registered voters agreed upon a working school 
budget for the fiscal year beginning in September, 1963. The budget calls for $34,049.40 to be spent in all of the town for upkeep, maintenance, and 
teachers’ salaries in all her schools. The high school is to get exactly one-fourth of that sum, $8,512.35. This is a slight increase over last year. 


The plan provides teachers with a 
substantial $75.23 salary per annum 
with the possibility if he teaches in 
East Brunswick for three consecu- 
tive years of raising it to $81.03. This 
is based upon the premise that the 
school maintains exactly two hund- 
red teachers. Thus, in reality, $2,- 
504.60 is given the teachers. A state- 


INDICT KEY CLUB 
FOR RIOTING, 
MISCONDUCT 


The East Brunswick Police Force 
was called into action last night to 
investigate rioting at an East Bruns- 
wick Key Club meeting. According to 
Sgt. Gunther A. Kinshed, he received 
a phone call from a Mr. Walter Boy- 
ler stating that the members of the 
club were rioting. 

Sgt. Kinshed sent his riot squad to 
the high school where the meeting 
was being held. Mr. W. Smith, the 
school custodian, described the riot 
with his own words. “‘The kids were 
wrecking the place, I walked into 
the cafeteria and they were fighting, 
yelling, and throwing anything that 
they could get their hands on.” 

After three hours of fighting and 
struggling, the police had the riot 
under control. All persons who en- 
gaged in fighting were taken to 
police headquarters, and from there 
to the municipal court building. When 
the reporter on the scene asked the 
club’s Vice President, Ron Opaleski, 
what caused the riot, he replied, 
“Mr. Boyler refused to let us even 
discuss the idea of getting five or six 
bunnies and serving drinks before 
and after each meeting. He wouldn’t 
even consent to letting us have ster- 
ling silver keys.” 

When the riot case was brought 
before the judge, the following charg- 
es were lodged against the members 
of the riot: disorderly conduct, des- 
troying public property, inciting a 
riot, participating in a riot, and dis- 
turbing the peace. The total estimate 
of the damage to the cafeteria was 
estimated at one thousand, three 
hundred, forty-seven dollars, and 
thirty seven cents. The defendants 
were all found guilty as charged. 
Each received a two hundred dollar 
fine and were put on one year pro- 
bation. 

Reviewing the situation, Mr. Anth- 
ony Navickas, the school principal, 
made the following statement, “TI 
think that all of the members of the 
former Key Club should be ashamed 
of themselves. That organization 
was supposed to be an organization 
which every member of the commu- 
nity would be proud of. But, instead 
of making the club a worthwhile pro- 
ject, you caused a riot which involved 
many innocent persons. And in the 
meantime, you even caused con- 
siderable damage to the school.” 
This closed the incident.
